Members of those advisory groups will be available
before and after the results presentation to discuss the study.

The Southwest Indianapolis Air Toxics Study measured air toxics levels in Southwest
Indianapolis from 2006 to 2008. The data was analyzed and computer models were
used to understand the impact of air toxics on human health throughout the study area.
